THREE HUNDRED. 


A Handful of Englishmen Attacks 
15,000 Matabeles. 


HUNDREDS ARE SLAIN. 


More Pluck Than Judgment Shown in 
a Sortie From Beleaguered 
Buluwayo. 


CAPE TOWN, April 24.—Telegraphic 
communication with Buluwayo was re- 
opened for a time to-day, and then thére 
was another break, believed, however, to 
be only a temporary interruption. During 


were received from several sources in the 
besieged town. 

The news flashed south is somewhat con- 
flicting, but the main fact seems to be well 
established that the British have made a 
sortie, encountered large numbers of Mata- 
beles, inflicted great loss upon them, suf- 
fered in return, were at one time in danger 


There are two stories of the fight—the 


The official version of the sortie says the 
British force, shortly. after midnight, was 
quietly called to arms, and without ap- 
parently alarming the native part of the 
town, a force of about o men, under 
Captains Napier and Duncan, with one 
maxim rapid fire gun and a Hotchkiss 
pee firing gun, belonging to the flagship 

t. George, mustered outside the barbed 


rum and saddled up for a dash at the 
enemy’s lines. 

Swords and all clattering accoutrements 
and the hoofs 
of the horses composing the advance guard 
were covered with strong sacking. Owing 
to the precautions it was necessary to take 


and the first streaks of gray on the horizon 
could be seen when the column arrived 
within striking distance of the enemy. 
The latter were quietly camped behind 
their stone-topped earthworks about four 
miles from Buluwayo. But contrary to 
expectation the Matabeles had thrown out 
pickets who, although surprised by the 
advante guard, rai the alarm. This was 
‘no sooner. done than the ‘troopers in ad- 
: charged and shot down many of the 


This was the signal for the advance of 
the main body of the troopers and they 
galloped forward in fine style to the support 
of their comrades. Unluckily for the plans 
of Capts. Napier and Duncan, by this time 
it was getting quite light and the Matabetes 
had sprung to arms all along the line. As 
the British advanced they were received by 
a scattering rifie fire from behind the earth- 
works, but the advance guard charged right 
up to the mounds and spurred their horses 
over them in several places. 

Then followed a set back for the troopers. 
The Matabeles charged in force and drove 
the advance guard back and, being met by 
the main body of the Buluwayo force, fire 
was opened at about 400 yards on the Mata- 
bele position. This was kept up until broad 
daylight, when the advance was ordered in 
view of the fact that too much ammunition 
was being wasted. 

Up te this time the loss on either side 
had not been heavy, although the Matabeles 
had by far the worst of it, especially when 
the axim and Hotchkiss guns were 
brought into play to cover the retreat of the 
advance guard. 

Just previous to the advance on the Mata- 
bele position the two rapid fire guns were 
again set to work and for about a quarter of 
an hour they were made to sweep the Mata- 
bele position in front of the British force. 

When the right moment seemed to arrive, 
the charge was ordered and there was a 
prolonged period of sharp fighting at close 

varters. Pistols, rifles, shotguns, war 
clubs, spears and knives clashed prettily, 
the music of the rapid fire guns, sent to the 
rear for fear of their being captured, hav- 
ing ceased. 


Both sides fought bravely. It was a case 
of a hanaful of well-armed whites against 
@ small army of pow dl armed Matabeles. 
The former were fighting for the helpless 
women ald children in the beleaguered 
town of Buluwayo; the latter were at- 
ing for what they considered to be their 
own, their native land—for Buluwayo, the 
old — * of King Lobengula. 

Gradually the Matabeles pressed onward 
by sheer force of numbers and almost sur- 
rounded the British, who, to avoid ia 
encircled, retreated, figh foot by foot, 
but being driven steadily ekward. One 
squad for a time was quite cut off, and only 
extricated itself by brilliant charge 
through the Matabele cordon. 

Eventually the British were very hard 
presses and gave ground fast; then, rallied 

„ Napier and Duncan, they again assumed 
the offensive and drove back the swarms 
of natives under a well directed fire. Then 
it was the turr of the Matabeles to give 
ground, and a squad of troopers, charging 
with a ringing cheer, threw them into con- 
fusion. The British were apparently getting 
the upper hand and slowly forcing the en- 
emy backward, when suddenly the retreat 
was ordered and the British retreated 
toward Buluwayo, which place they reached 
considerably the worse for wear and tear. 

uch heroism was displayed by individual 
British n and volunteers in rescuing 
their wounded comrades, One t er is 
eaid to have charged alone close up to the 
Matabele works, to have picked up 
wounded friend, dragged him upon his sad- 
dle and retreated, after emptying the maga- 
gine of his rifle at the enemy. Another 
trooper stood over a fallen comrade and 
with the stock of his rifle, beat off the 
natives until both he and his friend were 
rescued by a charge of their comrades. 

The loss of the enemy is said to have 
been very great. No correct estimate could 
be made, but the reports place the number 
of Matabeles killed at between 400 and 1.000.

It has been the experience of 
the Protestant churches that the working 
people are falling away. The Ethical So- 
ciéty has had the idea that it was to do 
what the church had not done, namely, 
reach further and appeal to human and 
moral sentiments felt by all. I think that 
we should interest the working people be- 
cause our sympathies are with them and 
our efforts for them. That is one of the 
Objects of the Ethical Society from the 
start. It is for the amelioration of the lot 
of the mass of people. As to how far the 
Ethical Society has been successful in this, 
it would be interesting to have statemenis 
from different societies. 

“I understand that very few working 
poopie are in the societies in New York and 

hicago. There were two wage-workers in 
the Philadelphia society when I went there. 
I think it well to be candid and to admit 


that we have been hardly moré successful 


The society has tried 
to do for the workingmen in a 2 
degree. But after all it has been rather 
doing for than doing with them and having 
their active co-operation. I have. always 
felt that the movement that has not a hold 
on the working classes has not the future 
it should. 
“Christianity was for workingmen. Phil- 
osophers and the intellectual classes would 
never have founded Christianity. Marcus 
Aurelius, Epictetus mused over it, but they 
never founded a creed. 

“T had this idea in going to a manufac- 
turing district, a workingman’s district, 
with the Kensington Branch. The question 
with me was whether it was possible to in- 
terest them in ethical ideas. I cannot say 
my work has been a failure, or that I have 
failed to interest a reasonable number. 
But the number is very small, I dare say 
there are more here and in Chicago and 
New York.

“I think there is not a very large pro- 
portion of working men in our New York 
audiences,” said Mr. Evans. During Mr. 
Salter’s address my mind has been full of 
the thought of the limitations which the 
very nature of the case puts upon the 
ethical movement. What is meant by prac- 
tical work? I think that as far as it ap- 
plies to the Ethical Society it cannot in- 
clude very much more than the setting of 
an example of what should be done by the 
general order of society. The,work of the 
Evhieal Society should end with establish- 
ing the method, after which it should con- 
cern itself with new ideas. I doubt whether 
it should ‘be concerned with anything but 
the nurturing of ideas. There are two ways 
of influencing the organization of society. 
First, by furnishing emotional stimulant, 
and second, by an educational movement.” 

Mr. Evans closed his remarks with an 
explanation of the two methods he had 
mentioned. 


Dr. John T. Elitott followed with a de- 
scription of the Workingmen’s School of 
New York. The school, he stated, had been 
renamed the main branch of the New York 
Ethical Culture Society. It had been the 
intention of the founder to make it a train- 
ing school for the Ethical Society. It was 
founded on such broad principles that its 
training became the basis of a good life 
whether the beneficiary belonged to the 
„ or Protestant Church or no church 
at all. 

Dr. Elliott then passed to the consideration 
of the problems that presented themselves 
at the school’s foundation. 

A general discussion followed, numerous 
questions being put to Dr. Elliott and 
answered by him, .Afterward Philip Nettie 
of New York explained the change of name 
erf the New York school by stating that 
members of the society complained becaus 
their children were not afforded the same 
educational facflities as those of the poor. 
It was, therefore, arranged that fifty payin 
pupils should be admitted to the schoo

NEW YORK, April 24.—The Sun has the 
following cable from Havana, under date 
April 22, via Tampa: 

There is no truth in the report that re- 
forms are about to be put into effect in 
Cuba. Several cablegrams on the subject 
have recently passed between the Madrid 
officials and Gen. Weyler. The Captain- 
General was asked if it would be possible 
immediately after the assembling of the 
new Cortes next month to implant in Cuba 
ae reforms which were passed early in 
Gen. Weyler replied that the island must 
first be pacified. That settled the matter, 
for while Weyler remains Captain-General 
his wishes will be paramount. 

The report that reform measures would 
be put into effect has no basis further than 
that the home government has urged Gen. 
Weyler on the subject and received a nega- 
tive reply. 

The sentiment in Spafn is said to be di- 
vided on the subject. That the Govern- 
ment is not anxious to make concessions 
is indicated by the naming of the editor, the 
proprietor and the correspondent of El 
Heraldo of Madrid as members of the new 
Cortes to represent Cuba. That paper re- 
cently published a strong editorial] on Bul- 
lets, Not Reforms’’ for Cuba. The other 
Madrid papers have been less rabid in their 
utterances, and their editors have not been 
named for the Cortes. These papers are 
now voicing the constantly growing dissat- 
etaction with the conduct of the war in 

ubs. 


OUTRAGE ON DELGADO. 


Spain Called to Account and Will 
Probably Apologize. 
CHICAGO, April 24.—A dispatch to the 
Times-Herald from Washington, D. C., 

Bays: 

Spain has been called to account for the 
outrage committed on Dr. Jose Manuel 
Delgado, an American: citizen, on Marca 
4, on that gentleman's plantation in the 
province of Mainoa, Cuba. 

There has been considerable correspond- 
ence between the United States and Spain 
on the subjct, and the facts of the brutal 
character of the outrage are so well au- 
thenticated that the latter country has 
shown itself to be not averse to making 
amends.

A BLUE-EYED BABY DOLL. 


It Broke One of Mr. Lewis’ Teeth and 
Led to a Law Suit. 


The trouble caused by a baby doll on May 
17, 1892, engaged the serious attention of 
Circuit Judge Withrow, two lawyers, two 
doctors and a jury Thursday afternoon. 

The doll was not in evidence and the tes- 
timony did not develop whether it has gone 
to pieces or grown big enough to talk since 
1892. 

Instead of being the heart's delight of 
some bright little girl, the unfortunate 
doll was doomed to be termed a “missile 


containing a hard substance’ by the law- 
yers and be thrown by Mr. John C. Jan- 
opoulo. 

The doll’s china head broke one of Mr 
Charles A. Lewis’ front teeth and caused 
him pain and dentists’ bills. Hence the suit 
for $1,000 damages, Mr. Lewis against Mr. 
Janopoulo. 

The testimony showed that Mr. Jan- 
opoulo was reading a book while riding to 
the city from his Webster Groves home 
May 17, 1892. In the seat behind him Mr. 
Lewis and three companions were playing 
high five. 

The train newsboy threw a doll on the 
card board and some of the players put it 
on Mr. Janopoulo’s shoulder a few times. 

Whether he saw any special significance 
in the doll on his shoulder did not devélop, 
but witnesses for Mr. Lewis agreed that 
he looked “annoyed” and “disturbed” as he 
tossed !t back whence it came. The wit 
nesses insisted that Mr. Lewis did not put 
the doll on Janopoulo’s shoulder. 

A verdict was returned Friday in favor 
of Mr. Lewis for $100 damages.

VENEZUELAN QUESTION.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—The_ report 
that the Venezuelan question had again

ARIZONA AND NEW MEXICO. 


In no instance was the gross injustice 
of partisan politics more strongly exem- 
plified than in the embargo placed on the 
admission of Arizona and New Mexico 
into the Union as States six years ago by 
a Republican Congress, when Idaho and 
Wyoming were made States. 

The census of 1890 gave New Mexico 
a population of 144,862, or more thay 
Idaho and Wyoming combined, and Ari- 
zona had nearly 80,000. The former con- 
tained three-fifths as many people as 
Montana, Nevada, Wyoming and Idaho 
all together and the latter as many as 
any one of these, except the first and 
last. In wealth, area and resources the 
contrast is even more striking. 

Arizona exceeds in extent Rhode Is- 
land, Delaware, New Jersey, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Maryland, West Virginia and 
South Carolina combined. Its forest area 
contains 10,000,000,000 feet of unsawn Jum- 
ber. Last year its mineral output in- 
cluded gold $4,260,000, silver $1,137,500, 
copper, 36,207,611 and lead $350,000. ° It 
shipped nearly $4,000,000 worth of cattle 
and its exports of hides, lumber, fruit 
and farm products were considerable. Its 
taxable property is valued at 327,318,332 
and last year it added 45,000 acres of arid 
land to its tillable area by irrigation. 

| New Mexico is larger in the extent of 
arable and grazing lands than her neigh- 
bor territory, and exceeds her in popula- 
tion, and abounds in silver, gold and lead 
mines. Last year she exported 150,000 
cattle and 129,000 sheep, besides other 
products. Taxable property in New Mex- 
ico is assessed at over $40,000,000. 

The House Committee on Territories 
has reported in favor of the application 
for Statehood of both these Territories. 
Their admission by the present Congress | 
would be an agreeable surprise, as well as 
an act of tardy justice. Had a majority 
of their citizens been Republicans Ari- 
zona and New Mexico would have been 
States several years ago.

ARIZONA AND NEW MEXICO, 


In no instance was the gross injustice 
of partisan politics more strongly exem- 
plified than in the embargo placed on the 
admission of Arizona and New Mexico 
into the Union as States six years ago by 
a Republican Congress, when Idaho and 
Wyoming were made States. 

The census of 1890 gave New Mexico 
a population of 144,862, or more than 
Idaho and Wyoming combined, and Ari- 
zona had nearly 80,000. The former con- 
tained three-fifths as many people as 
Montana, Nevada, Wyoming and Idaho 
all together and the latter as many as 
any one of these, except the first and 
last. In wealth, area and resources the 
contrast is even more striking. 

Arizona exceeds in extent Rhode Is- 
land, Delaware, New Jersey, Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Maryland, West Virginia and 
South Carolina sombmed. Its forest area 
contains 10,000, 000, 000 feet of unsawn Jum- 
ber. Last year its mineral output in- 
cluded gold $4,260,000, silver $1,137,500, ;

shipped nearly $4,000,000 worth of cattle 
and its exports of hides, lumber, fruit 
and farm products were considerable. Its 
taxable property is valued at $27,318,332 
and last year it added 45,000 acres of arid 
land to its tillable area by irrigation. 

New Mexico is larger in the extent of 
arable and grazing lands than her neigh- 
bor territory, and exceeds her in popula- 
tion, and abounds in silver, gold and lead 
mines. Last year she exported 150,000 
cattle and 120,000 sheep, besides other 
products. Taxable property in New Mex- 
ico is assessed at over $40,000,000. 

The House Committee on Territories 
has reported in favor of the application 
for Statehood of both these Territories.

It is not my purpose ta prejudge the case, 
but since well qualified witnesses have con- 
demned the House of Refuge when tested 
by even. the most crude standards, it may 
be well to at least give the result of the 
trial respectful attention. 

It is safe to say that no commission has 
ever given this institution more careful and 
intelligent attention; and the character 
and reputation of the members is guarantee 
sufficient that they would not have entered 
upon this trial if they had seen an honorable 
way to avoid it. The common report 
that the Mayor regrets the appointment of 
women on the board, if true, is not to his 
credit, and when it is remembered that the 
charges are preferred by a unanimous 
board, the attempt to make the two women 
members responsible for what some are 
pleased to call a farce, is cowardly to say 
the least. Quite the contrary, the farcicai 
features of the performance have go far been 
monopolized by the lawyers in the case. 

According to rules which unfortunately 
prevail in police tribunals of our country, 
Bristol’s counsel has undoubted precedent 
for seeking to entangle justice in the net- 
work of legal technicality; but it must be 
conceded that the lady presiding was en- 
tirely right. “When she ruled that this 
particular trial would not be conducted in 
that fashion, she plainly vindicated once 
more that time-honored identity of com- 
mon sense and law, which is forgotten and 
neglected, as the dignity and the charac- 
ter of the tribunal are degraded. To re- 
peat, Bristol’s advocate has a kind of 
justification in seeking to make a farce 
of the trial by confusing or even by wear- 
ing out the triers of the charges, although

it must be added that so far he seems to 


have been more successful in inspiring 
editorials than in impressing the commis 
sion. But nothing can save the city law 
department from the distinction of pro- 
viding more than its share of the play's 
amusement.

Capt. Slattery always stuffed cotton in 
his ears while in the pool, and had told 
Hudda * different occasions that his 
heart would fail him while in the water 
and that would produce cramps. That 
was why he never took a bath at home. 
He came down town where he could have 
experienced attendants with him. 

is heart would not fail him every time 

he got in the pool, only occasionally. The 

attendants knew him as an expert swimmer 
and would watch him with interest. 

This ie perhaps the strongest proof yet 
adduced that Capt. Slattery did not commit 
suicide. The water in the lake being much 
colder than that in the Planters’ Hote 
pool, he was taken with cramps and sank 
without being able to move a muscle. 


Mr. Frank Aglar, Capt. Slattefy's son- 
in-law, discussing the question with a 
Post-Dispaatch reporter, said: 

“These statements that the Captain com- 
mitted suicide are an outrage upon de- 
cency. It has been stated that his 
were calm and his Umbs in repose. ha 
is false. His hands and arms were drawn 
up and his teeth were clinched, showing 
plainly that he had been taken with cramps 
which he could not resist. He was ag 
swimmer and would have saved himself 
had he not been seized by cramps. I am 
willing to take Mr. Hoffman or any other 
insurance agent out into the middle of that 
lake and throw him into the cold water 
suddenly and then wager that he will not 
swim to shore.

Manager Diddlebock shows 
excellent judgment in reorganizing the 
club. 

It ls a great pity that he did not do 80 
one week ago. The Browns would have 
been at least two games better off. 

However, it is better late than never, and 
when due consideration is given the mat- 
ter it will be seen that Mr. Diddlebock 
could not very well have acted sooner.

Lindemann and his two companions sep- 
arated and he went to the barber shop on 
Franklin avenue, between Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth streets, where he is employed 
as a bootblack, and returned the weapon to 
the man from whom he had borrow it. 

Half an hour later he was arrested. At 
the station he said he shot Stapleton be- 
cause he saw the latter reach in pocket 
for a revolver. Stapleton says that he 
never in his life had a pistol in his pocket 
and that he was lured into the trap.
